STANDS FOR PROHIBITION 

Canada’s original prohibition prov¬ 
ince, Prince Edward Island, refuses 
tp budge from its position. The de¬ 
feat of the Conservative Government 
there on * Saturday was a defeat of 
government control. Premier Stew¬ 
art staked his fate on this Issue and 
the electors declared themselves 
strongly against the policy. At the 
last provincial election when the Con¬ 
servatives came to power they had an 
overwhelmingly majority and it ap¬ 
pears they go out of office as severe¬ 
ly rebuked as were the Liberals a few 
years ago. Prohibition was the out¬ 
standing question before the electors. 
Ontario sent down one of the chief 
Conservative women campaigners m 
an effort to influence the vote of the 
women with whom it was felt t<e de¬ 
cision would ultimately rest. It is 
evident by the result that the women 
must have almost been unanimous for 
prohibition. But the women alone 
could not have made the victory so 
complete; it is clear government con¬ 
trol did not make much of an appea* 
to the men, either. The Liberal pol¬ 
icy in opposition to government con¬ 
trol was a pledge to maintain prohi¬ 
bition, with a promise to put the ques 
tion before the people by a plebiscite 
In 1928. It was this position the elec- 
tors-so pronouncedly endorsed on Sat¬ 
urday. Prince Edward Island was the 
first province in Canada to go cry. 
It has suffered from the bootlegging 
evil but the argument that govern¬ 
ment control would overcome that 
menace failed to convince. The Is¬ 
land province is the first to refuse to 
yield to the contention that govern¬ 
ment control is better than a prohibi¬ 
tory law. Nova Scotia alone is left 
of all the provinces to test public opin 
ion on the issue and after the P.E.l. 
result Premier Rhodes is not likely to 
rush to the electors under_tno go\*ern ; 
ment .control standard, Now Bruns¬ 
wick adopted government control 
without seeking the opinion of the 
electors. If Prince Edward Island 
voices in any way the sentiment of 
the Maritimes. then Premier Baxter 
of New Brunswick, may at this mo¬ 
ment be worrying as to whether he 
took the right Course. When he next 
appeals to the people he must stand 
or fall on the prohibition question. It 
‘ is bound to be the uppermost issue 
there and possibly too, in Nova Sco¬ 
tia.—Lethbridge Herald.

There is even a soir of 
graceful dexterity to the aijtics of Die 
clowns. To whatever fields the circus 
may go it alwavs remains gracious, 
gay and whimsical. Circus folk ana 
circus animals take their art, not 
themselves, seriously. 


Half in jest, thousands or Tans 
have expressed disapproval of an um¬ 
pire’s ruling by shouting: “Kill tne 
umpire!” To say that the effect of 
the umpires decision on the favorrte 
team was often of as great moment 
as the accuracy of the decision would 
be putting it mildly. Is sufh an out¬ 
burst usually half in jest? Or less 
than half? Not one fan in a thous¬ 
and who shout it could tell the degree 
of jest and the degree of unconscious 
sircerity it expressed. That there is 
some earnest meaning in it is indica¬ 
ted by the fact that actual fignts are 
by no means uncommon. Thi risk^in 
shouting such things, even though 
wholly in jest, is shown by the fact 
that they sometimes eventuate in at¬ 
tacks on the umpire. The umpire Is 
a necessary official; without him 
there could be no baseball. He ought 
to be treated with consideration and 
sportsmanship. Bv this one ddesn’t, 
mean merely that a fan should 
frain from killing the umpire. He 
ought to refrain also from advising 
that he be killed. For when the mob 
spirit breaks out at a ball game, 
some one is more than likely to take 
the advice seriously. 


MOVIE BUSINESS POOR 


Sixteen motion pictures companies 
in Hollywood, including all maior pro 
ducers, are on record as committed to 
a necessitated drastic economy pro¬ 
gramme involving immediate 10 to 25 
per cent, reductions in salaries. The 
slashes effect presidents, vice presi¬ 
dents, contract featured players, and 
other employes down to $50 a week 
workers. There was no comment as 
to whether any of the savings made 
by the salary reductions would be 
passed on to the patrons of the many 
theatres controlled by the concerns 
participating in the salary cuts. 


SETTLERS HAVE CASH 


SEVERE HAIL IN REGINA 


-Thousands of panes of glass In 
hundreds of houses’ were destroyed in 
a hail storm that swept the city about 
5 a.m., Thursday. Hailstones as large 
as hen’s eggs fell during the half 
hour duration of the storm. Scarce¬ 
ly any section of the city escaped, but 
the damage was particularly heavy in 
the northern and western areas. The 
greatest damage whs done on the ex- j 
hibition grounds, when part of the' 
new Confederation Building, now In] 
course of construction*was flattened 
by. a minature cyclone, which swept 
the huge building from its concrete! 
foundation and completely wrecked it, ] 
causing a loss estimated at about 2 . 1 ,- 
000. Considerable damage was done 
to crops in the vicinity of the city. 


One of the striking features aoout 
settlement which has taken place 
the west during "the spring of this 
year has been the amount of capital 
held by newcomers,” stated W. D. 
Robb, vice-president in charge of col¬ 
onization of the Canadian National 
Railways who, with Dr. W. J. Black, 
director of that branch of the com¬ 
pany’s affairs, arrived in Winnipeg 
from Montreal on June 23rd. "Two 
months ago,’’ said Mr. Robb, "it was 
estimated that more than a million 
dollars in readv cash had been «.i the 
hands of settlers reaching Winnipeg 
and that amount has necessarily been 
increased by those arriving ;»nce. 
These people will all be most valuable 
assets in the development of the 
country and in time will become use¬ 
ful and prosperous citizens.”

DROPPED TO DEATH 

Flying Officer Anderson Killed in Air¬ 
plane Accident at Drome. No 
. Known Cause for Fatality 


An accident, shocking in its fatality 
was reported about the town on Tues¬ 
day morning the 28th at about nine- 
thirty o’clock, when it became known 
that h lying Officer C. E. Anacrson 
was killed in a crash at the local aero 
drome. The officer together with two 
other pilots was in the air in squa¬ 
dron formation practicing in stunts 
and maneuvers for the demonstration 
flights of the Jubilee Celebration for 
both here and Calgary, as had been 
carried on for the past week or more. 
They were about to land on the drome 
grounds when Anderson’s machine, at 
a height of about one hunitref? and 
fifty feet, suddenly took a nose dive 
and shot to the ground in a terrific 
crash, burying the engine in the earth 
and immediately bursting into flames. 
As soon as possible the body of An- 
dersbn was taken from the debris, but 
it was evident that death had ween 
instantaneous as a result of the im¬ 
pact.

CROP REPORT 


Canadian Pacific Railway Weekly 

Crop Report Issued at Winnipeg 
June 27 

Since the completing of seeding op¬ 
erations weather conditions have been 
entirely favorable for growth and 
crops are' doing well almost every¬ 
where, according to the weef>?y crop 
report issued by the agricultural rre- 
partment of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. Earlier sown grains are 
practically as far ahead as at this 
time last year,- with the graili sown 
later about a week behind. A consid¬ 
erable percentage of the crop was put 
in unusually late but with present 
weather conditions maintaining the 
rapid and healthy growth there 
should be no question of harvesting 
the crop within time this fall. 

Cut worms" have caused damage of ( 
a minor character at a few points, 
but the loss in this respect does not 
nearly approach the average. nail 
has beaten down the crops over lim¬ 
ited areas in a few localities in Sas¬ 
katchewan and Alberta, but the grain 
has not sufficiently advanced to be 
permanently injured. The condition 
will, however cause a delay of a few 
days. A noticeable feature this yeas 
is found in the increased amount of 
new breaking undertaken, and the 
farmers are taking every advantage 
of the satisfactory soil moisture con¬ 
ditions. Pastures are better than for 
many years, and the growth of hay 
both- wild and cultivated has betm 
phenomenal. Food is abundant in ail 
districts, and this will be reflected, in 
the condition of the cattle marketed 
next fall. / * 

Excellent crop Conditions-prevail 
in the province of Alberta, the weath¬ 
er conditions having been favorable 
since the last report. The moisture 
has been augmented by showers in 
many localities during the week. 
Pasture lands are in good condition 
and stock is doing well in all districts. 

Wire worms are troublesome In a 
few instances and in the Blackie dis¬ 
trict are reported to have done ten 
per cent damage. It is believed that 
this menace is now passed. A large 
amount of new land will be brought 
under cultivation. A heavy hail storm 
struck Strathmore on June 24, dam¬ 
aging crops 75 per cent over an area 
of 2500 acres.

This purchase of 4,000 head repre¬ 
sents .a part of a well considered plan 
for the re-establishment -of the horse 
industry in Russia. It is distinctly 
a breeding proposition, the' commis¬ 
sioners say, and the Russian govern¬ 
ment is asking that at least 50 per 
cent of the horses should be mares. 

The purchasing commission, it was 
stated, represented the civil givern- 
ment programme and had nothing 
whatever To do with the war depart¬ 
ment. It was further stated that if 
diplomatic relations were re-estab¬ 
lished, the Russian government was 
planning the purchase of an even 
greater number of horses in Western 
Canada next year.—Calgary Herald.
